WASHINGTON — Ex-President 
Harry Tnim an 
has nev er said anything about it, but the first time 
he cam e back to Washington after he retired two 
years ago he felt a little hurt that General Eisen­ 
hower didn’t inv ite him to call at the White House. 
He, himself, had inv ited Herbert Hoov er to the 
White House as one of his first acts after becoming 
President. Hoov er hadn’t been back in Washington 
for years, had nev er been in the White Hou.se from 
the day he left on March 4, 19 33.

“ I want you to know," Trum an told him, "that 
any tim e you are in Wa.shington this is your home. 
I'll feel hurt if you don't come by.” 
On top of this, Trum an appointed Hoov er to make 
a food surv ey of Europe and also made him a co- 
chairm an with Dean Acheson of a committee to 
reorganize the gov ernment, a committee which he 
heads today. 
Hoov er, extremely grateful for this recognition, 
paid glowing tribute to Trum an at a Gridiron Clul) 
dinner. 
Later, in the 19 52 campaign. Hoov er re­ 
fused to criticize the Truman administration, al­ 
though urged to do so liy GOP strategists. 
Truman, howev er, ha.s nev er been inv ited to the 
White House since he left, and though now l>ack in 
town, he doesn’t expect to be inv ited today. 
Ambassador Truman? 
H ere’s a suggestion President Eisenhower might 
w ant to consider. It's made only becau.se he’s badly 
in need of bipartisan support for his foreign policy 
at home and in ev en worse need for friendly sup­ 
port from our allies in Europe. 
The suggestion is: Send Harry Trum an to the 
capitals of western Europe on a good will tour.
